Ma dalyn Murry t)*Hair was 
wearing her 
print saek dress. 

She looks Just like she did 
in 1963 when litigation she 
initiated wound up as a Su^ 
preme Court dec^lou banning 
compulsory prayer and Bible 
reading in public schools. 
^Madalyn Murray O’Hair isir 
on a new crusade. She’s out 
to make organized churches 
in the United States pay taxes 
on their eorporaie operations. 

She says that tax evasion is 
being practiced every day “by 
every organized ehufeh in the 
country” 

Mrs. O^air (she recently 
married ah Amiwican expatri- 
ate lighter, Richard O’Hair) 
has spent the past several 
years collecting data tliat she' 
says will help prove her point. 

They include her statements 
that a major l>ank is owned 
by a religious sect, tliat a rail- 
road is owned by a church, 
and that office buildings and 
% land arc owned by churches j 
I who never have to pay taxes 
* on them. 

She feels -that the public 
should not he forced to sup- 
port, in effect, a particular 
church just because the public^ 
wants to buy a particular 
product-^like a train ride or 
office space. 

The argument makes sense 
to many people, she says, but 
the real obstacle is the U S. 
Constitution’s First Amend- 
ment, which reads in part: 

“Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibit 
the free exercise thereof.*’ h 

“Is selling steel for a profit 
and not paying taxes The free ‘ 
exercise of religion’?’' she 
asks.

But the public, Mrs. O’Hair 
says, often disagrees— usually 
because of her previous fight 
against cornpulsory prayer in 
schools. 

She docs, in fact, say: “1 , 
jwould like for all religion to 
(lie coinjnilspry s t u d y in 
’schools, for children from the 
5 th to the 12th grad os.” 
f She recommend studying the 
“histor^^ literature and the 
psychopathGlogy of religion,” 
to the end that “any kid wull 
reject it out-oMiand by age 
12 .” 

■ Whether her views will gain 
mass acceptance during her 
lifetime is “questionable,” she 
says. But she adds that she is 
“nevertheless dedicated to 
them,” and wdU fight to the 
end.

-- jSfUSTIN, Texas, Oct. 23 — 
^ (UPI)-ri^ charge by Ma^l^ 
Murray Q 'Hair that Maryland 
officials arc pressing an extra- 
dition order against her only 
for * 'purposes of religious per- 
secution’' brouglit a court de- 
mand to the State of Texas to 
explain why it is holding her. 

Mrs. O’Hair, devout atheist 
who has called' herself "the 
most hated woman in the 
.world," applied for a wit of 
[habeas corpus yeslerday in a 
15-minute appearanee before 
‘District Judge Tom Heaviey. 

REAVLEY heard her petition 
and then fesued an order to 
Travis County Sheriff ■ T. ^ O. 
Lang to appear before him Nov. 
22 to defend the extradition 
order, it was not known if 
klaryland officials would try to 
come to Texas to help defend 
the request, which Texas Gov. 
[John Connally signed last week. 

In her appliGation, Mrs. 
G’Halr said the Maryland of- 
fldals ^‘are attempting to use 
the extradition process in bad 
faith and for private purpose 
of religious persecution." 

Mrs. O’Hair filed the. suit 
which led to the Supreme 
Court’s ban on mandatory 
prayers in public schools. Since 
the decision, she said, she has 
been siibjected to much xcli- 
gious persecution.
